IMPORTANCE OF REPORTING ADVERSE DRUG REACTIONS 


When a doctor suspects that a new drug has caused an adverse reaction, however trivial, he has a 
duty to make his observations known, for they may well be the first of their kind. Unusual or serious 
reactions to well-established drugs should also be reported, for even if they are already known it is 
Still important to assess their incidence. 


The following are examples of reactions which should always be reported: anaphylaxis, blood 
dyscrasias, congenital abnormalities, endocrine disturbances, severe CNS effects, haemorrhage, 
jaundice, ophthalmic signs and symptoms, severe skin reactions. 


In the United Kingdom doctors should report to the Committee on Safety of Medicines; in other 
countries they should inform their local or national drug monitoring organization.
